Asa Jehovah's Witness, sophomore Brook 
Russell never celebrated holidays, not even 
her birthday. 

“Tt was hard for people to understand that 


I didn’t mind not celebrating my birthday 
or other holidays,” she said. “I had never 
done any of them, so I had nothing to miss.” 

She said all that many knew about Jeho- 
vah’s Witnesses was that they knocked on 
doors and gave out biblical literature. But she 
firmly believed and was never embarrassed. 

“T didn’t practice this religion simply be- 
cause I was raised in it,” she said. “I did it 
because it’s what I believed was right. I was 
never burdened by being a J.W. and I was 
not ashamed for people to know.”

| a to enjoy science courses was difficult for many students who just suffered through 


them to fulfill general education requirements. But for others, those who planned to actually 


use their scientific knowledge af- 
ter graduation, science was their 
passion. 

In Biology 425 “Developmen- 
tal Biology,” lab partners juniors 
Kim Couch and Brian Revalee 
experimented with chickens. 

“When chickens are born, 
there’s a certain amount of yolk 
left,” Couch said. “We injected a 
thyroid hormone into chickens. 
If this worked, that means this 
hormone would be a more effec- 
tive way of making a bigger 
chicken.” 

But during the experiment, 
the partners didn’t always get 
what they expected. 

“When we did the injections, 
we autopsied an egg and it was 
a 10-day old chick,” Couch said. 
“T didn’t expect it to look like a 
chicken, I expected it to look like 
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a blob. But it looked like a real 


chicken except it was little and 
its eyes were buggy. We felt so 
bad, we buried him and named 
him Bob.” 

Couch may have had a hard 
time dealing with the death of 
some of the chicks, but senior 
Jessie Johnson didn't face that 
problem with her rats. For a 
course, Johnson studied a type of 
estrogen found in soy and how 
it affected development in fe- 
male rats prenatally. 

Johnson described her work 
as putting mother rats on protein 
diets, and worked on the project 
for more than a year. 

“It was fun,” she said. “But 
eventually the work paid off be- 
cause I got a published work and 
it was pretty much my ticket into 
grad school.”

than students bargained for. Senior Leslie Peacock was in 
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an indescribable situation one 
Monday morning after she re- 
ported to her classroom at High- 
land Elementary School. A first 
grader she had taught the week 
before reportedly had been mur- 
dered by her father in a triple 
homicide. Now it was Peacock’s 
job to console the class. 

“We talked about how they 
had to go home and didn’t have 
to be afraid of their dads,” she 
said. 

After she answered the chil- 
dren’s questions, Peacock assist- 
ed them with drawings for their 
deceased schoolmate. 

“Our kids were only 7 years 
old and they didn’t understand 
death,” she said. “For weeks af- 
ter her death, the kids would ask 
me ‘When is Lindsey going to 
pick up her books?’ It was a very 
hard situation for me. I can’t 
imagine what it was like for the 
kids.” 

An education major, Peacock 
never dreamed such a tragedy 
would happen during her stu- 
dent teaching. She soon discov- 
ered she had learned more in the 
classroom than she ever could 
have from textbooks. 

“Tf the kids aren’t getting their 
physical needs met at home, then 
that’s the most important thing, 
not teaching them the story of the 
week,” she said. 

Off-campus placements, such 
as internships and co-ops, were 
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opportunities for students to ap- 
ply what they’d learned in class 
to real-life situations, while earn- 
ing credit. Placements included 
rehabilitation centers, hospitals, 
TV stations, businesses and non- 
profit agencies. 

Senior engineering major 
Scott Lecher found his experi- 
ence with the Indiana Depart- 
ment of Transportation reward- 
ing. 

“I think one of the better 
things about co-ops was that you 
got a break from of school and it 
was great to see things applied,” 
he said. 

But Lecher’s reason for co- 
oping was more than a semester 
off from school. 

“{[The experience] really 
looked good on my resume,” he 
said. “And a lot of times, people 
you co-oped for offered you a job 
after graduation.” 

When Lecher returned to IN- 
DOT after graduation, he had a 
hard time living down his co-op 
days. 

“One time, we’d had a lot of 
rain and it was starting to dry out 
except for a couple of spots,” he 
said. “Well, I hit one of those 
spots and it pretty much buried 
the car. A bulldozer had to come 
push me out. I tried to deny it, 
but enough people heard about 
it that I heard about it for a few 
weeks.

The year marked President James Vin- 
son’s last at UE, ending his 14-year tenure. 
A search committee narrowed the candidates 
for UE’s 22nd president throughout the fall, 
and in early spring announced Vinson’s re- 
placement. Stephen Jennings, president of 
Oklahoma City University, was selected from 
more than 100 applicants because, among 
other reasons, he had a background in stu- 
dent affairs. 

Besides the yearlong Koch Center con- 
struction project and the on-going road work 
surrounding campus, another venture took 
shape. Plans for a student center became a 
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reality after months of students, administra- 
tors and architects hammering out details for 
the design. 

Not many students disputed the need for 
a center, but many were upset because they 
didn’t have a chance to voice their opinions 
before Student Congress voted to increase 
the student activity fee by $25 per student 
until $1 million was raised to help fund the 
project. 

But that wasn’t all that came out of SGA. 
Safe Ride, a program allowing students in 
emergency situations to use a free taxi ser- 
vice, was established. And officers succeed- 
ed in changing the registration order by class, 
something SGA presidents had been trying 
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to accomplish for years. 

Students took a greater interest in cam- 
pus politics during the first true SGA presi- 
dential election in three years. More than 500 
students turned out at the polls. Active cam- 
paigning and a promise to “fix OIT” result- 
ed in a victory for juniors Jennifer Legeay 
and Jessica Duke over sophomores David 
Rovani and Justin Spath to be next year’s 
president and vice president. 

The year was far from uneventful, with 
changes occurring in all directions. Some 
believed the changes were improvements, 
and others were convinced they were just 
inconveniences. And almost every Friday the 
disagreements began all over. &

fter a pair of women’s underwear was fished out of

\ yith 18 players returning, nine of which were starters, the men’s soccer team’s expectations were 


high as the season got underway. Many expected the Aces to be a strong force in the Missouri Valley 


Conference. Yet UE won only four 
of its 17 games, stunning the team 
and fans alike. Competing in the 
MVC, one of the strongest soccer 
conferences in the nation with three 
teams ranked in the top 25 at the 
start of the season, proved too diffi- 
cult for this year’s squad. 

To make matters worse, the sea- 
son began on a distressing note for 
the Aces when the weather brought 
the game against Florida Atlantic to 
a screeching halt. 

The game was going well for UE, 
with midfielder Brad Henderson 
scoring his second career goal to put 
the Aces ahead. But after only 20 
minutes of play a thunderstorm 
rolled in. 

“It was frustrating,” assistant 
coach Mike Jacobs said. “It was a 
game we should have won. It’s hard

to expect not to win with three goals 
in a game like that.” 

The Aces spent time on the road, 
including a trip to the Louisville 
tournament, and tied both Central 
Florida and nationally ranked Ak- 
ron in its matches. 

UE took on Xavier and found a 5- 
4 victory, ending their disappointing 
0-2-2 start. Forwards Jeff Rhymer 
and Terence Gargantini scored two 
goals each in the hard fought win. 

“We looked dangerous,” coach 
Fred Schmalz said. “We had more 
chances and made the game wide 
open. We made the game unpredict- 
able.” 

Excited about playing in the new- 
ly renovated McCutchan Stadium, 
UE lost its home opener and its con- 
ference opener was spoiled by a 
powerful Vanderbilt team.

The Aces opened at the Tennes- 
see Intercollegiate meet.

The women’s team 
finished fourth out of seven teams 
due in part to top 25 finishes by se- 
nior Kim Ellis and the team’s only 
freshman, Crystal Stock.

Led by defender Krista McKen- 
dree, the Aces were up to the 
challenge of filling those spots and 
continuing a women’s soccer tradi- 
tion that UE — its players, coaches 
and fans — had come to expect. 

The season started off strong with 
a win over Miami (Ohio) and a sweet 
victory over Dayton, the team that 
beat the Aces in the first-round of 
last season’s NCAA tournament. 

Conference play began against 
familiar foe Illinois State, who had 
tied the Aces for the past two 
Missouri Valley Conference regular 
season titles. Although the Aces 
dominated the game, it took forward 
Jessica Schwartz’s header in the 
second half to give UE the victory. 

UE ran the MVC table with 
impressive wins over Indiana State, 
Creighton, Drury and Belmont. The 


Aces also won a 1-0 overtime game 
against a tough Southwest Missour1 
State squad, a team that always gave 
UE trouble. 

In MVC tournament play, UE 
smashed Indiana State 8-0 and set 
tournament records for most goals 
scored and best margin of victory. 
UE also tied the record for most 
assists in a game (7). 

The win over Indiana State, along 
with a victory over Creighton in the 
semifinals, put the Aces into the 
finals for the fourth straight season. 
But injuries to forward Kristin Prom 
and defender Holly Wimberg, 
coupled with an SMS goal in the 
second half, stopped the Aces’ 
NCAA tournament streak at two.

in the Missouri Valley Conference and won their first-ever conference tournament match when they beat 


Creighton 3-1 in the quarterfinals. 
Although they lost to league pow- 
erhouse Northern Iowa in the semi- 
finals, UE played the best match of 
the year defensively. They finished 
the season 19-15 (10-8). 

“T was very proud of the team,” 
coach Mark Hardaway said. “They 
represented the school and them- 
selves very well. It was a fun team 
to coach. I didn’t want to see the sea- 
son come to an end.” 

Outside hitter Julie Groves was 
unstoppable and ended her career 
ranked third in NCAA Division I in 
digs (2,032) and ninth in consecutive 
games played (498).

joined the league in 1994.

\ } ictory was the theme of the year for individual swimmers, even though the team didn’t pull in as many 
wins as it would have liked. But the swimmers were remarkable as times improved and records fell. 


It really was a season unlike any 
other. Upperclass swimmers set 
their sights on being the best, while 
freshmen readied themselves for the 
world of college competition. 

“My biggest expectation for this 
year was to see how well the team 
could do,” senior Matt Green said. 
“On both sides we had the best 
teams we've ever had and they just 
seemed to get better and better.” 
Sophomore Kim Dodson was in 
the spotlight all season as she be- 
came the first woman in Missouri 
Valley Conference history to ad- 
vance to the NCAA championships. 
She also broke eight different school 
records, including the 50-yard free- 
style (23.12), which qualified her for 
the NCAA championships where 
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she placed 36th. She also set records 
in the 100-yard freestyle (50.89) and 
200-yard freestyle (1:51.28). 

The Aces also nabbed a number 
of individual and team postseason 
honors. Dodson, the obvious choice, 
was named the MVC Women’s 
Swimmer of the Year. 

After returning from Olympic 
competition for Yugoslavia, junior 
Nikola Kalabic once again paced the 
Aces and was named the MVC 
Men’s Swimmer of the Year. 

Goals were also met as the men’s 
team ranked 12th nationally and the 
women’s ranked sixth in the Mid- 
Major Poll. By the end of the season, 
the women had broken 14 school 
records and the men 13. 

UE also placed 13 men and wom- 
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en on the All-MVC first team as hon- 
orable mention went to 12 others. 

Named to the men’s first team 
were Kalabic, junior Dave Nel, soph- 
omore Darko Kermiciev and fresh- 
man Scott Hobson. Selected for the 
women were Dodson, juniors Ange- 
la Wakefield, Karen Sliozis and Erin 
Amason; sophomores Jamie and Joni 
Davidson and Kelli Kirn; and fresh- 
men Emily Tomes and Megan Har- 
vey. 

The Aces also were honored as an 
All-America team by the College 
Swimming Coaches Association of 
America for their academic work. 

Through dedication to the sport 
they love, the Aces achieved great- 
ness this season and deserved every 
reward they received. ®

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A s the season started, things looked promising for the Aces. Returning were the top seven scorers from 


ast year, including center Shyla McKibbon, an All-MVC first team selection, and forward Lisa Eckart, 


a major contributor who possessed 
a dynamite shot. 

But as first-year coach Tricia Cul- 
lop found out early, luck was not on 
her side. After just one game, Mc- 
Kibbon went down in practice with 
a torn ACL and was out for the year. 

“We were still a good team,” Cul- 
lop said. “Our cupboard was not 
bare, and we weren’t changing our 
goals for the year.” 

The Aces would end the non-con- 
ference year at 4-4, losing to teams 
that had been in the NCAA tourna- 
ment the year before. 

In Missouri Valley Conference 
play, the season started out well. At 
one point, UE was 7-4 in the league. 
But more injuries and some close 
losses caused a five-game losing 
skid late in the year. 

With McKibbon out, Eckart took 


on more scoring and team-leading 
responsibilities. She averaged 15.9 
points and 7.4 rebounds per game. 
Stepping in for McKibbon, center 
Jenna Hayes picked up her game as 
well, finishing the year averaging 
10.8 ppg. 

The Aces ended the regular sea- 
son at 12-14 and 8-10 in conference 
play. Disappointing as it was, the 
team gained a new outlook heading 
into the MVC tournament. 

“We told the kids that this is a 
new season, anything can happen 
here,” Cullop said. 

The Aces won a dogfight in the 
opening round of the MVC tourna- 
ment as they beat Creighton 76-70 
to advance to the tournament semi- 
finals. It was one of UE’s best wins 
all year. But regular season champi- 
on Drake would end the Aces sea- 
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son, ousting them in the semifinals 
64-59. 

The game closed the book on the 
collegiate careers of guards Alison 
Langham and Drusila Masuka. 
Langham, a four-year starter, end- 
ed her last season averaging 4.7 
points per game. 

Eckart, the conference’s third 
leading scorer and its fifth leading 
rebounder, was named to the All- 
MVC first team. After the season 
closed, Eckart announced it was her 
last as an Ace, as she had decided to 
transfer. She finished her UE career 
with 1,007 points and ranked fourth 
in rebounding with 568. 

Guard Latasha Austin was a con- 
ference honorable mention selection 
and was named to the All-Defensive 
team. She led the Aces in assists with 
131 and steals with 63.

Ms opportunities seemed to describe the men’s basketball season. For the second consecutive 


year, the Aces were picked to finish second in the MVC, but ended up sixth with a 9-9 league record. 


Unforeseeable circumstances 
again took a toll. In the first eight 
games alone, two players quit and 
two were out for the season because 
of injuries. And players with less 
severe injuries were day-to-day. Of 
course, injuries were not the only 
reason the Aces struggled this year. 
Inconsistent play also contributed. 

After suffering early losses, the 
Aces (14-16) waited too long to blos- 
som. With Missouri Valley Confer- 
ence play growing tougher every 
year, the Aces needed to step it up a 
notch and play consistently. They 
had chances, but it wasn’t to be. 

“We got close in a couple of 
games, but never really made it over 
the hump,” guard Clint Cuffle said. 

The Aces did come up with im- 
pressive wins over some MVC op- 
ponents. Through reckless abandon 


they avenged an earlier Southern I- 
linois loss to down the Salukis for 
the first time in three years and post 
their first win over SIU in five 
games. 

They also beat Bradley and regu- 
lar season champion and tourna- 
ment runner-up Creighton at home. 
The impressive win over Bradley 
followed a 23-point deficit in the sec- 
ond half which lead to overtime 
with the Aces pulling ahead. 

UE’s best game was probably its 
second round tournament game 
against Illinois State. The Aces com- 
pleted passes, hustled continuous- 
ly, challenged shots more often than 
not and ran the offense better than 
they did all year. 

Somehow they fell to the Red- 
birds for the third time in the sea- 
son, bringing an end to a year full of 
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close games and tough losses. 

Although the season didn’t turn 
out as planned, players learned 
some things about the game and 
picked up some awards at the end. 

Guard Jeremy Stanton, who fin- 
ished his collegiate career with 129 
steals and set a new school record 
for assists with 601, earned several 
postseason honors. He was named 
to the MVC’s All-Defensive team for 
the third time, was a conference hon- 
orable mention team selection and 
was recognized by Collegelnsider. 
com on its all-defensive team. Stan- 
ton finished the season ranked 12th 
nationally in assists. 

Forward Craig Snow was tapped 
for the All-MVC second team, and 
Cuffle and center Dan Lytle were 
named to the MVC All-Freshman 
team. &

At the Missouri Valley Confer- 
ence championship, freshman Mike 
Birkenfeld finished seventh in a field 
of 45 to lead the Aces to a fifth-place 
finish. He shot 78 to finish at 225. 
Steinbeck finished 18th. 

Under the tutelage of first-year 
coach Mary Pat Boarman, Kolmeier 
said the team met its goals as play- 
ers kept trying to improve through- 
out the year. The result: The Aces en- 
joyed one of their best seasons in 
years. 

“One of my goals was to have a 
winning record, and we did,” Boar- 
man said. “We just had really hard- 
working, dedicated golfers who re- 
ally enjoyed playing golf, and I think

The women’s team struggled 
somewhat, but improved as a team 
as half of the squad dropped their 
season averages to below 90.

[° years past, a third-place finish in the Missouri Valley Conference would have been satisfactory. But 


coach Jim Brownlee had declared this year’s Aces his most talented team ever, so expectations were very 


high. They were selected to finish 
first in the conference’s preseason 
poll and were ranked as high as 23rd 
nationally. All of this seemed reason- 
able as the season started. 

The Aces (36-21, 17-13) did win 
their first three contests, but faltered 
after that, losing half of their next 11 
games. They recorded two blowout 
victories against Vanderbilt, but 
losses started piling up after that, al- 
though they picked up some great 
wins over league rival Wichita State. 

After the roller coaster regular 
season, the Aces found themselves 
facing Illinois State in the MVC tour- 
nament. Unfortunately, the tourna- 
ment mirrored the regular season as 
the Aces won two and lost two on 
their way out of the loser’s bracket 
in the semifinals. 

UE finished third in the tourna- 


ment and failed to gain an at-large 
bid to the NCAA tournament. 
Reaching the tournament was al- 
ways a goal, but when Brownlee de- 
clared the team his most talented 
ever during preseason, he wasn’t 
kidding. Postseason resulted in five 
players being chosen by major- 
league teams. 

The first Ace signed was pitcher 
Willie Glen. Chosen by Toronto, he 
ended his collegiate career by setting 
school records in appearances (97) 
and saves (22). He was the only 
MVC pitcher in history to record 20 
wins and 20 saves in his career. 

Most knew pitcher Preston Lar- 
rison would get the call, and he did. 
He went to Detroit in the second 
round (55th overall). Larrison led the 
Aces with a .667 win percentage. 

First baseman/pitcher Vince Se-
